clemency and we therefore respect- 


that Clifford Solon be granted an un- 
conditional pardon." 


Solon had been sentenced April 11, 


1921, in Fremont district court for 
larceny of about $200 in articles from 
a hardware and furniture store at 
Rlverton, la. Solon claimed he had 
had no knowledge of the crime until 
the artices were loaded into his auto- 
mobile by three companions. The 
parole board declared itself convinced 
Solon was the tool of a "much older 
and stronger wiyed man." 


One of them John E. Dasch, was 


sentenced to ten years at Fort Madi- 
son penitentiary, but was paroled af- 
ter serving a little over a year. 


Delay in the execution of Solon's 


sentence resulted 
when 
authorities 


found they needed him as a witness 
in an arsjn trial in Page county. An 
appeal was arranged. 


Then for two years the case was 


forgotten. 
Solon married an Omaha 


girl, settled down in.Shenandoah, and 
lived an honesf'llfe. 
January 26, 1923, came the order 


that threatened, to blast bis happi- 
ness. The state supreme court had 
affirmed the sentence and an order 
for Solon's commitment to- Anamosa 
had to be issued. With his tellow 
citizens behind him, Solon success- 
fully fought his way back to liberty. 


It was one of the few times that

age condition of winter wheat on May 
1 was 80.1 compared with 75.2 on 
April 1 and 87.5 the average for the 
last ten years, 
the department of 


agriculture estimated today. 


Oc May 1 the area of wheat to be 


harvested was about 39.750,000 acres 
or 6.629.000 acres (14.3 per cent) less 
than the acreage harvested last year, 
which was 42.127.000 acres. On the 
basis of this acreage the department 
estimated a production of winter 
wheat totalling 
578.287,000 
bushels 


this year or 1.4 per cent less than in 
1922 
and two per cent less than the 


average for ten years.

T. H. Day, who was also captured 


and was sent out under a flag of truce 
with a message from the brigands to 
the soldiers, said he was accompanied 
by a Chinese bearing an ultimatum 
written in English and Chinese, warn- 
ing that the captives would be slam 
unless firing was stopped. 


The prisoners said they were not 


harmed by the bandits and that altho 
they heard shooting the bullets were 
not falling near them. 
These refugees gave the first de- 


scription of what occurred after they 
were carried away from the train 
and taken into the hills. They re- 
ported that the bandits number about 


500 and they ate well armed with 


Mauser* and automatics. They told 
the captives that-they did not want 
money, only hostages which would 
nsure their pardon. 


"After~we" "bad l>een taken from the 
train," Miss MacFadden said, "the 
prisoners were 
divided Into 
five 


>ands, which, were ordered to march 
rapidly over the rough fields toward 
ihe mountains. 
i 
Miss Aldrich was separated from 


me I called to her a warning not to 
identify herself, for fear the highest 
ransom would be demanded If the 
brigands knew who she was. 
"We were clad only In night clothes 


and we were barefooted. 
We were 


made to march over stony ground. 
One of the bandits was gallant, help- 
ing me on the stony hillsides. 


Tramped for Miles. 


"We must have tramped miles, 


finally reaching an unsheltered camp. 
There an outlaw soldier provided 
blankets, but we could not sleep. All 
the people in our group were huddled 
together because of the 
weather, 


which was cold. 
"We were held there all during the 


night Our only food was bean cakes. 
We heard firing In the surrounding 
hills In the morning, but the ballets 
did not come near us. 
"We remained in the hills all day 


Sunday. A rainstorm came and then 
the weather turned colder. 


"We marched much of Sunday night 


and camped in a valley. The rain be- 
came heavier. 
We could not sleep 


because there was no shelter. 


"The firing ceased during the night, 


but was resumed Monday at daylight. 
Then a Chinese bandit appeared, in- 
forming us that all the women were 
ordered released. He ordered me to 
tell the soldiers that all foreigners 
would be killed after three days un- 
less the firing ceased. 


"My back was lame as the result of 


falling from a donkey on Sunday, but 
I started back for the railroad, accom- 
panied by the conductor of the train, 
who continually took the wrong road, 
fearing recapture. 
"We reached a village of mud huts 


and stopped while we ate a bean cake. 


"A Chinese woman loaned 
me 


trousers and coat which I wore until 
reaching the railroad. wh«re I ob- 
tained clothing from passengers on a 
train, returninc the borrowed gar- 
ments by a Catholic priest at Lin 
Cheng

gave us chickens. Then we proceeded 
further into the hills. 


"There was frequent firing In our di- 


rection. The bandits selected me to 
accompany a Chinese prisoner bearing 
a message to the soldiers that all for- 
eigners would be killed unless the fir- 
ing ceased. 
"I used B. V. D.'s as a flag of truce 


while crossing the valley. Some of the 
bandits, believing us to be escaping, 
fired at us but their rifles were not of 
sufficient range and we were not 
harmed. 
"We reached the soldiers' camp and 


presented the ultimatum, written In 
English and Chinese. We talked with 
several officers, on«» of them promis- 
ing that he would order the troops to 
cease firing. Before leaving the camp 
we saw a wounded bandit, but evi- 
dences of heavy fighting were scarce. 


"Proceeding on our way, we reached 


the railroad. 
"While I was a captive, the bandits 


shot twice across my stomach to in- 
timidate me. It is reported that they 
slapped the women who were unable 
to march, but generally their treat- 
ment of the hostages was not brutal.

The oil was extracted by a chemist in 
the state department of agriculture, 
Grant L. Shumway, secretary. The 
papers were brought to Lincoln by Mr. 
Hartford for examination 
They are 


supposed to have been taken by some 
one from the office of County Treas- 
urer Souder and placed in the attic 
with other records from the treas- 
urer's office, saturated with oil and 
fired. 


One of the documents was a certi- 


ficate of tax sale. The others are said 
to be of the same nature, all purport- 
ing 
to 
certify 
that 
the county 


treasurer sold certain tracts Of land 
for delinquent taxes November 6, 1922. 
The purchaser's name is partly legible 
and appears to be "S. Y. Pillson & 
Co." 


The oil was extracted 
from 
the 


papers by the use of ether. 
Each 


paper was oil and water soaked when 
brought to Lincoln. Each was sus- 
pended and drops of ether applied at 
the top. The ether and oil have an af- 
finity taht causes them to combine 
and drop off the suspended paper. The 
ether evaporates and leaves the oil.

Great Britain today informed the 
soviet government that unless a 
series of demands was fulfilled it 
will assume that Russia does not 
desire to maintain present rela- 
tions.

dops are unpleasant, beasts and not 
nice to handle, is more or 1< =ss erron- 
POUS— perhaps. 
Superintendent Mc- 


Clain of the humane society says a 
mad doc is much easier to place in 
the ambulance than is the dog \vhich 
overeats of poison. 
You never can 


tell, he says, what a poisoned purp 
will do. 


The mad dog has hut one purpose— 


to go straight ahead and reach the 
end of the world in record time. He 
looks neither to the right nor the left 
of him. 
He bites on a straight-line 


schedule . It is safe, according to Mr. 
McClain, to stand within two feet of 
a mad dog provided, of course, those 
two feet are measured to the side and 
not to the fore. When the mad dog 
goes by. it is quite simple to gather 
in his rear legs. 


Complaints in large number hare 


reached the society of mad dogs. But 
these mad dogs are not mad—they are 
merely out of sorts because of the 
poison •which, they found or which, was 
fed them. They are not mad also be- 
cause they do not run straight—on a 
bee-line to eternity. It Is true that 
they froth at the mouth, but poison is 
a. frothy substance. They have fits 
and dog fits are unpleasant spec- 
tacles to look upon. The poisoned 
dogs are placed in dark and padded 
cells in the insane ward of the dog 
pound,

The great majority of the new laws are unimportant in character, af- 


fecting local interests largely. 
The principal fights were over the code re- 


vision as opposed to the governor's executive council plan, the bovine tuber- 
culosis appropriation and appropriations for several activities sliced by the 
governor. 
The republicn house passed a code revision bill, after 
having 


fought the matter to a finish with the house, but the governor vetoed it, and 
ihe code remains as it was. 


The most important bill passed was that which the bankers believe will 
1 ad the epidemic of state bank failures. It was adopted almost unanimously. 
'i'lie governor opposed it in its original form, but allowed it to become a law 
without hie signature. The appropriations were materially less, ?20,474,000.

Governor Bryan will now proceed to administer the

stick out from his talks. One is that the farmers, pro- 
ducers of much of our foodstuffs, refuse to work to 
gether because they are men of independent mold and 
minds, and the other is that no association of con- 
sumers has ever held together in the laudable effort 
10 hold prices in check because not enough of them will 
hold together long enough to accomplish any result. 


Most of the loud talk heard at the legislative session 


and in the political conventions had to do with taxes. 
These are too high, everybody said, and they must 
con:e down. Look at your tax receipt next fall or next 
spring when the levies will be collected that have been 
made necessary by the appropriations of the legislature 
and you will find very little change. 
There will not 


be any material change so long as we elect men to do 
the public business who have no better training for it 
than most of our officeholders possess. They used to 
do this better: In the classics you will find that the 
Parians, sent to regulate the Milesians, took notice of 
such grounds as were best husbanded and tuch country 
houses as were best governed: and having taken the 
names of the owners, when they had assembled the 
citizens, they appointed these farmers for new gov- 
ernors and magistrates, reasoning that those who had 
been provident in their own private concerns would be 
BO of the public too. 


Men have tossed away their lives in quixotic enter- 


prises, many of them foolish, but we can imagine no 
bigger Dit of folly of that sort than dying in defense 
of a whisky still. The man Allen who died the other 
day in a gun battle with officers of the law was a boot- 
legger, and his first killing was that of an officer sent 
to get him and his whisky-making equipment.

How 
precious a gift must life seem to men of his kind?
